Washington, April 18.—(Special.)— 
“The name of Henry S. Jackson to be 
collector of internal revenue at At- 
lanta will probably be sent in tomor- 
row,” said Fred W. Carpenter, secre- 
tary to the president, when seen at 
the white house today. 

This is the latest authoritative an- 
‘mouncement in regard to an appoint- 
ment which the president positively 
decided on weeks ago, but which has 
been in some way strangely held up. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
been credited with blocking the way 
of Jackson. The president originally 
Getermined to name Mr. Jackson as 
postmaster at Atlanta. There were 
complications in the way growing out 
of the fact that Mr. Jackson had in- 
dorsed John W. Martin for the place 
and had declined to take it himself 
under these circumstances. Mr. Hitch- 
cock approved this decision. 

Jackson Will Accept. 

Then the president bethought him 
of the position of collector of inter- 
nal revenue. He broached the sub- 
ject to Mr. Jackson and the latter, 
after thinking over the matter, noti- 
fied the president he would accept if 
nominated. Immediately the presi- 
Gent consulted with the two senators 
from Georgia to know if they would 
offer any objection to Mr. Jackson. 
They assured him that if a white re- 
publican was to be named none better 
eould be found in Georgia. To all 
intent and purposes, that apparentiv 
settled the matter. It was as good 
as done.

LaGrange, Ga., April 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fuller E. Callaway, when 
shown the press reports concern- 
ing the inquiry ordered by At- 
torney General Wickersham into 
the alleged cotton pool, involv- 
ing Patten, Scales, Brown and 
Hayne, made this statement to- 
night: 

“I am an officer of several 
mills that have bought cotton 
on the New York cotton ex- 
change at a lower price than it 
can be bought south. We intend 
to take up and manufacture this 
cotton this summer. It occurs 
to me that undoubtedly Attorney 
General Wickersham was un- 
wittingly imspired by bears who 
have sold what they do not own, 
depressing the cotton market at 
the expense of farmers and de- 
moralizing the market for cot- 
ton goods. A great many mills 
have bought cotton on the New 
York exchange cheaper than it 
is selling in the south and in- 
tend demanding the cotton, 

“The bears hope by this attack. 
to scare the mills out of this 
legitimate trade and further de- 
moralize the eotten and cotten 
goods market. In my ,opinion, 
this attack will prove a boom- 
erang for the bears, as it only 
accentuates the shortness of the 
last cotton crop and betrays the 
predicament they are in through 
having sold something they did 
not own.

SENATOR ALDRICH ADMITS 
HE’LLE QUIT PUBLIC LIFE 

Washington, April 18.—Senator Ald- 
rich authorized tHe announcement to- 
night that he will not be a candidate 
for reelection to the senate and that 
he will positively retire at the expira- 
tion of his present term on- March 3, 
1911, | 

This announc@ément was made by 
the senator upon his return to Wash- 
ington from Rhode Island, where he 
had been in consultation with his po- 
litical associates. 

“I have decided not to be a candi- 
date again,”” s@id the senator. ‘Since 
something of my plans has leaked out 
already, | would be glad to have you 
make that statement. I had not in- 
tended to say ahything for a few days, 
as I would have preferred to have 
advised my friends in Washington of 
my plans personally, but I suppose 
it is just as well as it is. 

Mr. Aldrich talked freely of his de- 
termination to retire. Ill health alone 
dictated his decision. During his ser- 
vice in the civil war he had a long 
siege of typhoid fever and as a result 
of that illmess he has suffered periodi- 
cally with intestinal troubles. These 
Giscomforts have manifested them- 
selves when hé has worked particular- 
lv hard and have caused him consider- 
able worry. 

One week ago the senator went to 
New York, where he consulted physi- 
cians. They were insistent that he 
rid himself of the more exacting of 
his burdens and devote a large share 
of his time to outdoor exercise.

WHISKY TO BE MADE 


FROM GRAIN ONLY; 


The Ruling of President Taft 
Is Upheld by the 
Boar 


Washington, April 18.+—President 
faft’s board, made up of Secretaries 
MacVeagh, Nagel and Wilson, today 
decided to adhere to its original rul- 
ing regarding the labeling of whisky 
under the pure food law made in ac- 
cordance With the president’s decision 
of “what is whisky.” There was 
considerable dissatisfaction with the 
ruling of the board on the part of 
distillers who use neutral spirits. The 
board, held, however, that whisky 
could be made from grain only, and 
that only mixtures of grain distil- 
lates could be called “blends;”’ that 
when the grain distillate is mixed with 
distillate from any material other than 
grain is compound and must be so la- 
beled, The decision is of great im- 
portance to the whisky business.

Never before has the government 
brought similar action against any 
pool operating in the market on either 
the long or the short side.

Of the $578,699 which the govern- 
ment claimed to have traced to Car- 
ter as profits, $373,352 was tied up in 
hands in New York, New 
Jersey, lilinoigs and Georgia, subject 
t» the disposition of the present ltiga- 
tion. In addition to this amount was 
$327,114, which the circuit court held 
was not sufficiently traced, but which 
the circuit court of appeals awarded 
to the government on the ground that 
it was either an original investment 
from the profits or a substitute. 

The Carters Appealed. 

The circuit court of appeals rendered 
judgment against L. D, Carter for 
$12,916 and against I. S. Carter for 
$18,204. From these features of the 
judgment, the Carters took an appeal 
to the supreme court. 

In announcing the opinion of the 
court, Justice Lurton said the case was 
to be decided on a review of the whole 
evidence and not on the failure of the 
government to sustain any particular 
point. 

From all the circumstances the court 
held Carter should have explained how 
he got so much money and this he had 
failed to do. 

The court held that the United States 
‘could compel Carter to account for all 
the gains he had received, whether 
they could be traced to the investment 
in which it was put or not,

It may not be amiss, 
however, to present certain othér facts 
which may have escaped the public 
in the din and clamor which has been 
raised. Outside newspapers might be 
excused for misstatements, for their 
information is partial, but there is no 
Palliation for those in our own state 
who have sought to stigmatize me and 
inflame the passions of men against an 
act which I had the right foe pérform. 
Those have said that Colonel Cooper 
was my friend, and one of my chief 
counselors. This is true, and it was 
_true long before Senator Carmack be- 
came a candidate for governor. My 
relations with Colonel Cooper were 
close and intimate, and no attempt has 
ever been made to deny or concea) that 
fact. At one time so were the rela- 
tions between Colonel Cooper and Sen- 
ator Carmack. 


Governor Not Cause of Rupture. 


“TT was in no way at fault fn bring- 
ing about a rupture between them. 
When TI learned of probable trouble I 
tried in every way to avoid it, and 
believed that my efforts and those of 
others had succeeded. When the kill- 
ing of Senator Carmack occurred I 
was in no .sense responsible for it, and 
have keenly regretted it from that 
hour to this, not only on his own ac- 
ccunt, but because it involved my 
friends and gave license to certain 
men whose names should be infamous, 
to manufacture political capital and 
to excite the people at a time when 
the state was already disturbed and 
distressed. 

“When Colonel Cooper and his.son 
were tried, I have never believed, and 
do not now believe, that their case 
received that calm consideration to 
which it was entitled, but on the con- 
trary it was rather a political trial, 
with almost every element present to 
preclude an administration of even- 
handed justice. 

A Divided Court. 


“Their case was appealed to the su- 
preme court, and that tribunal divided, 
three being in favor of an affirmance 
of the case against Colonel Cooper, 
while three were in favor of reversal 
as to the son, and two were in favor 
of reversal as to both. I have not 
heard the motives of the court im- 
rpugned in thus dividing and disagree- 
ing. but when in the exercise of a 
higher and at least as sacred a duty 
as any which devolves upon the court, 
I pardon Colonel Cooper,. the atmos- 
phere is at once laden with impreca- 
tions and every bad motive is at once 
assigned. 

Nothing, Said of Minerity Opinion. 

“It must appear strange, and it can- 
not be’ without a native, that the 
newspapers who have reviled me for 
the exercise of the pardoning power 
ir this case, have said nothing of thé 
minority opinion of the court, and 
have almost ceased to discuss the 
question of the guilt or innocence of 
Colonel Cooper and. his son. 

Colonel Cooper Not in Conspiracy. 

“Tl wish those who are open to rea- 
son to put themselves in my position 
and to view the facts as they are and 
not as distorted imaginations would 
have them...Senator Carmack, accord- 
ing to the testimony, was killed by 
Robin Cooper, and in my judgment any 
fair interpretation of it shows that 
the killing occurred after Senator Car- 
mack had fired two shots from his pis- 
tol at the defendant. I believe the act 
of Robin Cooper was in his necessary 
self-defense, and this view was evi- 
dently shared by the majority of the 
ecurt which reversed his case. On the 
other hand, Colonel Cooper was not 
in any conspiracy to kill, and I do 
not recall that any of the justices of 
the supreme court so held; but on the 
contrary, I am informed that theory 
of déonspiracy was abandoned in the 
argument before the court, and was 
not found as a fact in any opinion 
delivered. 

Colonel Cooper Tried No Shet. 


That Colonel Cooper did not fire a 
shot is abundantly shown, and there 
was never any serious contention that 
he did. If he was not in a conspiracy 
to kill, and did not kill, where is the 
law or the justice which will hold him 
guilty of murder? Had this been an 
ordinary lawsuit, tried in the. ordi- 
nary way, without the settings of 
passion and excitement, Colonel] Coop- 
er would have been acquitted almost 
as a matter of course. Without im- 
pugning the cpinions of others, I think 
it was a miscarriage of justice when 
he was not acquitted. 

“Shall I Deny Justice to a Friend?” 


“Believing this, what course should 
T have pursued? It is said the defend- 
ant was my friend, politically and per- 
fonally. But shall I deny justice to 
a friend? Shall I refuse to accord to 
him that which an enemy has the 
right to ask and that which the hum- 
blest citizen may expect? Must a man 
go to prison for murder who its now 
65 years of age, who has never killed 
anybody, because he happens to be a 
friend of a governor? Is a governor 
werthy to hold office who would suf- 
fer it? If I had been afraid to save 
this friend from an undeserved dis- 
grace, no matter what the consge- 
quences were, I would have forfeited 
the confidence of honorable men, and 
what is of more importance, my own 
self-respect, which ne man can lose 
and he a gentleman, whether he is in 
or out of the governor's chair. 


Pardoning Power Highest Form 
Justice. 

“People speak of justice as if to 
pardon was an act of injustice, when 
it may be the highest form of justice. 
They say it is the setting aside of a 
decision of the courts. So it is, also

Then why de- 
lay? Why act a part? Why not as- 
sume the responsibility and end it? 
When I say this I da not want any- 
One to suppose I did not then, and do 
not now realize the gravity of my 
act, for of this I am deeply and keenly 
conscious. I did not want the respon- 
sibility. I had hoped it might never 
come, but. when it did I met it. Right 
or wrong, 1 have acted, and men may 
differ about it as they please. My own 
conception of duty is fulfilled. But I 
am willing to stand or fall, to be 
judged here or hereafter.”

70 AID OF HYDE 


Kansas City, Mo., April 18.—Scarce- 
ly had the state completed its open- 
ing statement on the murder trial of 
Dr. B. C. Hyde today when Dr. G. T. 
Twyman, one of the _ prosecution’s 
most important witnesses, died at a 
local hospital. He was stricken last 
Saturday. Acute diverticulitis caused 
death. 

Swope Family Physician. 

Dr. Twyman was for years the 
Swope family physician. When the 
nurses struck at the residence and ac- 
cused Dr. Hyde they carried their 
complaint to Dr. Twyman. He called 
Dr, Hyde to his office and told him he 
was suspected. In other matters than 
those pertaining to his duties as a 
physician, Dr. Twyman was a confi- 
dant of the Swope family. 

Upon him the state depended largely 
to prove that Dr. Hyde bled James 
Moss Hunton to death. He was also 
expected’to testify regarding the alk 
laged attempt of Dr. Hyde to poison 
Miss Margaret _ Swope. Miss Swope 
‘was Dr. Twyman’s patient when, it is 
said, Dr. Hyde tried to kill her. 

When Dr. Hyde's attorneys took a 
deposition from Dr. Twyman he re- 
fused to criticise Dr. Hyde. Without 
going into detail, Dr. Twyman said 
he approved, in general, Dr. Hyde's 
work in connection with the illness of 
various members of the Swope family. 

Hyde Calm Under Fire. 

Dr. Hyde sat .calmly betw@gen. his; 
wife and his father in the criminal 
court room tdday.and heard himself 
described as a man whose greed for 
Bold had made him a murderer. It 
was Attorney James A. Reed who, in 
the course of delivering the prosecu- 
tion’s opening statement in the case, 
thus painted the physician. 

Throughout the long ordeal of hear- 
ing the excoriating address Hyde 
listened attentively. At no time did 
he reveal a sign of perturbation. 
When: Mr. Reed closed Mrs. Hyde turn- 
ed, patted her husband on the shoul- 
der and said: “You did fine.” 

A few feet behind the Hydes sat 
Mrs. Logan O. Swope, mother of Mrs. 
Hjde and employer of Attorney Reed. 
She, too, paid strict attention to the 
address, but displayed no emotion. 

Many members of the Swope family 
were present when court opened. The 
state objected to the présence of Mrs. 
Hyde. Judge Latshaw ruled that all 
witnesses in the case except Mrs. Hyde 
and Mrs. Swope should be excluded 
from the room. 

Clashes Between Attorneys. 


Clashes between attorneys kept the 
spectators alert. The defense made @ 
stave objection to the state telling 
the jury of any incidents in the Swope 
home not directly connected with the 
déath of Colonel Swope. The court 
decided to admit all circumstances 
which the state avers will tend to show 
that a plot existed to exterminate the 
entire Swope family. But, although 
this ruling was made early in the 
morning session, the counsel for the 
defense never ceased to make strenu- 
ous arguments against such procedure. 

At one time Frank P. Walsh, chief 
counsel for Dr. Hyde, became so se- 
verely exercised over the point that 
he made a vicious attack on the state’s 
witnesses, characterizing some of 
them: as “liams” and “thieves.” 

As a result of the court’s decision 
regarding this introduction of testi- 
mony the whole panorama of incidents 
in the Swope residence from the first 
illness of Colonel Swope was display 
ed. Every death in the house, every 
illness of Colonel Swope was display- 
ed. Every death in the house, every 
illness of members of the Swope fami- 
ly and others, which the state alleged 
Dr. Hyde caused, anda great number 
of suspicions that have been formed, 
were reviewed. 

Only New Feature. 

The charge that Dr. Hyde poisoned 
Colonel Thomas H. and Chrisman 
Swope, by the use of cyanide of potas- 
sium, as well as strychnine, was the 
only new feature brought out In Mr. 
Reed's address. Dr. Hyde purchased 
large quantities of cvanide of potas- 
sium capsules at a socal drug store, 
which was recently burned, it was 
said. According to Mr. Reed, how- 
ever. “the poison” books of the drug- 
gist. containing records of Hyde's 
purchases, were saved.

Bryan and Presidency. 
Mr. Bryan was asked whether he 
would consider another candidacy for 
the presidency. “I have said all I am 
going to say on that subject,” he re- 
plied emphatically. “T think my posi- 
tion is understood perfectly.”

Jas. R. Garfield Makes Strong 
Plea for Cooperation Between 
Federal and State Govern- 
ment in the Conservation of 
Water Power Resources. 


Denver. Col., April 18—Declaring 
that all the elements which go to make 
up a water trust are in existence to- 
day, and that the tendency toward such 
centralization is growing stronger, 
James R. Garfield, former secretary 
of the interior, tonight made a strong 
plea before the Colorado Conservation 
Commission for cooperation between 
the federal and state governments in 
the conservation of water power re- 


sources. 

Mr. Garfield was preceded by Gov- 
ernor John W. Shafroth,. who at the 
morning session of the meeting declar- 
ed in unqualified terms for exclusive 
control by state governments. 

At the morning session letters were 
read from Philip P. Wells, counselor of 
the National Conservation Commission, 
upholding Garfield’s position and from 
Secretary of the Interfor Ballinger, up- 
holding Governor Shafroth’s stand. 

Mr. Wells’ letter was in answer to a 
request for a statement from Gifford 
Pinchot, which reached Washington 
too late to be forwarded to Mr. Pinchot 
in Europe. It is understood that Wells 
is speaking for Mr. Pinchot.

With eight divisions, each of which

‘Thomson Editor Goes Into the 

- Affairs of the Cotton Journal 

' Company in Detail, and Tells 
Mr. Jordan, “Go Slow, Har- 
vie.”’ 


The Constitution has received the 
foliowing card from Thomas Watson 
in answer to one written by Harvie 
Jordan: ; 


Thomeon, Ga., April 17, 1919. 

Editor Constitution: Mr. Harvi: 
Jordan's card in your Sunday issue is 
a fine example of the bluffing man- 
ner in which characters of a certain 
type @ndeavor to intimidate editors 
and silence the press. 

I have not libelied Mr. Jordan, nor 
any one else. The editorial in The 
Jeffersonian to which he refers was 
brief and well within the legal limits. 
Harvie had begun a series of take- 
care-of-the-farmer articles, in the, 
Macon Telegraph. This, in connection 
with a fact communicated to me by. 
Charlie Barrett, the last time hé was at. 
my house, suggested the idea that 
Harvie was maneuvering for leader- 
ship, again, among the much-farmed | 
farmers—said fact being that Harvie | 
had gone over to Alabama, and joined | 
the Farmers’ Union. 

Commenting upon UHarvie’s Tele- 
graph articles, I merely ventured to 
say that if he would explain how he 
and Richard Cheatham blew in about 
$200,000, in four years, running 4 
weekly paper, the story would be more 
interesting, as reading matter, than 
the somewhat stale and prosy stuff 
that he was furnishing the Macon 
Telegraph. 

Where's the libel? I've got my facts 
straight, and my motive is not un- 
worthy. There were five hundred men 
and women who pinned their faith to 
The Cotton Journal Company, _ in- 
vested their hard-earned money in it, 
and have now nothing to show for it.

Henry Reed? Do you happen to know 
such a person?

The said Henry Reed was the as- 
sociate editor of Harvie, the chief.

My present plan and purpose is to 
tell zou when and how “Watson came 
into affairs of our company.” 

It ts probable, though by no means 
certain, that Henry Reed paid for a 
railroad ticket: for. on a certain 
spring morning. a year ago, Henry 
made a temporary addition to the’ 
population of Thomson. Not only that. 
but he wended his way up the hill 
upon which my activities and strenu- 
osities domicile themselves. Think he 
had been here to see our business 
manager once before, but am not sure 
of that detail.

Disraeli Made Mistake. 

Lord Cranbrook was singled out by 
mcst of the members of the conserva- 
tive party to succeed Disraeli as 
leader in the house of commons. 
Disraeli, however, made the mistake 
of handing over his mantle to Staf- 
férd Northcote, who had few of the 
requirements of leadership in the 
house of commons. Cranbrook felt 
acutely the blow to his hopes; and in 
1878 acepted a peerage, and was trans- 
formed from Gathorne-Hardy into Vis- 
count Cranbrock, and four years later 
info Earl Cranbrook. After having 
held in turn the office of secretary of 
State for the home .department, of the 
war department, and for India, as well 
the presidency of the privy council, he 
refused office in 1895, on the score of 
old age, having seven years. previously 
celebrated his. golden wedding. He 
died in 1906, leaving an elaborate 
diary, in over 200 volumes, running 
from 1837 until within a few weeks 
of his demise, and which contains a

his honors by his eldest son, whose 
only officeholding has been that of 
private seeretary to his father, and 
who contents himself with the duties 
and obligations of a Kentish territo- 
rial. magnate, making his home at 
Hemsted Park, Cranbrook, in Kent.

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GARRISON HELD 
BY CORONER'S JURY 


Operator Lodged in Bibb 
County Jail. 


J. W. Toney, Macon Merchant, 
Murdered in Bed at His Vine- 
ville Home --- Wife Wrestled 
With Assailant. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., April 
18.—-(Special.)—J. D. Garrison, a tcle- 
graph operator for the Central Rail- 
way Company, is now behind the bars 
of Bibb county jail charged with the 
murder of J. W. Toney, a prominent 
merchant, as a result of a terrible 
iragedy occurring at the Toney resi- 
aence on Duncan avenue, near 2 o'clock 
this morning. Garrison is held upon 
the finding of Coroner T. E. Young 
who started an inquest this morning 
at 9 o’clock. 

Deep mystery shrouded the whole 
affair until Mrs. Toney was able to 
give an account an hour or so after 
the killing. Then few persons were 
sure that her account was a true one, 
but the jury of six: men investigating 
for the coroner, have laid the crime 
to Garrison and he is held. 

About 2 o'clock this morning, Mrs. 
Toney, sleeping in the bed with her 
“husband and little babe heard’ stealthy 
footsteps in the hallway at the 
home approaching her room. Oppo- 
site the sliding doors there was a 
sudden halt. She inquired who was 
there and the answer was the thrust- 
ing open of the doors, a shrouded 
biack form following with an extend- 
ed hand clinching a revolver. In a 


moment a shot was fired. This 
knocked J. W. Toney back into his 
place on the bed with a shot through 
the neck that severed the spinal cord. 
He had raised himself at his wife's 
inquiry and received the first shot. 

Mrs. Toney Grappled With Assailant. 

As another followed, according to 
Mrs. Toney, shé grabbed the hand 
with the revolver in it trying to turn 
the weapon and in this manner drew 
away the black coat or other cover- 
ing and saw the form of J. D. Garrison 
by the lamp light of the room. Be- 
fore the assassin withdrew he fired 
four shots, all but one taking effect 
any any one of those taking effect be- 
ing sufficient to kil) instantly. Mr. 
Toney never spoke and doubtiess 
never knew what killed him. As the 
murderer left the room, Mrs. Toney, as 
further stated, got out and attempt- 
ed to reach the man to detain him, 
but he turned in the hallway as if to 
kill her. She turned back and let him 
leave the house. The sons who were 
upStairs hearing the noise’ rushed 
down and found the father dead and 
the mother and little babe wild with 
fright. Neither mother nor child 
showed they had been injured. Only 
one shot went wild and it passed too 
high to strike Mrs. Toney. 3 

| Cause of Tragedy. 

From witness after witness, Coroner 
Young and his jury this morning 
learned that Garrison, himself and wife 
boarders at the Toney home, had become 
indebted to Mr. Toney $108. Of this, 
Garrison had paid $70. On the other 
the merchant had sued Garrison, and 
there was bitter feeling. It was said 
that a garnishment shad issued out of 
the court that would possibly impair 
Garrison's chances of holding his po- 
sition. 

Last night, accordin to evidence, 
Garrison was off his place on the pre- 
tense that he was going to north 
Georgia to bring his wife home. This 
tore away any possibility of evidence 
he might have to show he was at his 
post when the deed occurred.

He charges firmly that Mrs. Toney 
did the shooting, but the revolver in 
the family home showed, according to 
the coroner, it had not been fired in 
months.

CORPORATION LAWYERS 

MYSTIFIED BY COURT 

Washington, April 18.—The supreme 
court of the United States today mysti- 
fied the corporation lawyers by set- 
ting for arguments at the beginning 
of the October term two cases ques- 
tioning the constitutionality of the 
corporation tax provisions of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff act. 

At first this action was interpreted 
as meaning that a decision in the fif- 
teen cases involving the constitu- 
tionality of the tax, and already before 
the court was to be postponed until 
next October or later. Such an inter- 
pretation would mean that there would 
be no judgment on the law before the 
date ®n which the tax must be paid, 
June 30. 

Another view, however, was that 
the two cases advanced today involved, 
in addition to questions of constitu- 
tionality, the application of the law to 
specific organizations. The action lent 
itself to a rumor that the court has 
decided the question of constitutionali- 
ty of the tax in favor of the govern- 
ment. It was argued that if the court 
had not acted already on the cases 
before it the two cases today would 
have been set for immediate argu- 


ment. 

Another step in the argument was 
that the court having passed on the 
validity of the law, in conference, it 
would not have set the two cases for 
argument next fall if the tax had been 
found unconstitutional. The rumor 
had no confirmation.

WAS DISAPPOINTING 


Instead of Buying Orders, as 
Predicted, Orders 
Were Received. 


New York, April 18.—The demand 


for stocks today proved disappoint- 
ing to those who organized the up- 
ward movement of prices last. week. 
Confidence was manifested at the end 
of last week that the new week would 
bring in buying orders for stocks 
from the country-at-large, attracted 
by the rise in prices last week, and 
by the belief that confidence was be- 
ing expressed in that way in still 
higher prices. On the contrary, the 
events over the week-end brought in 
some selling orders through commis- 
sion houses, leaving small opportuni- 
ty for the buyers of last week to dis- 
tribute their holdings to the expected 
new buyers. An exception was found 
in the Hill and Gould stocks, which 
advanced in the early dealings on the 
strength of reports that a working 
agreement had been made by which 
traffic from the Hill roads would be 
slipped over the Gould roads west of 
Denver. The benefit of this arrange- 
ment to those stocks was more than 
offset by the fear of harm to other 
competing roads, whose stock were 
sold for that reason. The wintry 
weather in the west since the stock 
market closed on Saturday and its 
continuance today were made on the 
ground for fear of damage to crops in 
those regions. There was some selling 
of stocks on that account. Assurances 
that no serious harm had been done 
to the’grain crop mitigated the effect 
of the news. 

The backward course of the price of 
wheat was evidence of satisfaction 
with the new crop conditions. It was 
regarded as proving, also, that hold- 
ers of old wheat were inclined to 
liquidate their holdings and not wait 
longer in hope of higher prices. New 
York bankers have looked for such a 
development for some time _ past. 
Large liquidation of western bank 
loans, now at a high figure, is expect- 
ed to accompany the movement. Re- 
vival of the foreign demand for our 
cereals and provisions is another re- 
sult looked for helping to correct the 
abnormal conditions in the country’s 
foreign trade. Of no less importance 
will be the adjustment of the much 
complained of high level of domestic 
prices and of the cost of living. A 
mixed impression was caused, how- 
ever, by the steps taken by the law 
officers of the government against 
members of the cotton pool for seex- 
ing to contro] the price of that com- 
modity. P

“We are not speculators,’ continued 
first one and then the other.
